Our daaocratic systaa ia on trial for its Ufa. If we peralt reduced earn- 
laga, and unaaployasnt to continue there will ba a return to the chaos of the early 1930*• 
Aaarica canaot stood another aconoaic sicknaas such as that and still aolntaln public 
order la tha Bapublic. 

Oiir fight against Coasunisa is priaarlly an aconoaic fight. The tyrants In 
tha Krasdih now look to tha day tAen their predictions of econcalc ruin in Aaerlca will 
bring thla grant nation to Ita knaes. 

The prasant danger cannot bt? wished away by "hopes” and aconoaic double talk. 
Thora era aore than k, 000,000 parsons uncnployad In our land. Thousands of these idle 
workara olroady have uaad up the funds tliay are presently entitled to under uneaployaent 
coaponaatloa laws.

Let tbe gowernneot act to stlaulats eaployaent In our vital vehicular 
transport Industry by utilising tbs trucking Industry as a prlae hauler of ths Balls 
within the sons of 300 Biles, thus providing better service at less coat to tbe 
taxpayers. 

iBt tbe govement act to put purchasing power back into the pockets of the 
working people through Icwer personal IncoBe taxes. 

Such actions by tbe goveroBent would be practical, workable measures to 
atop the eeonOBlc decline. EBployBsnt wsd living standards oust be Increased constantly 
to Beet tbe needs of our growing population, our increaali^ work force and our ever- 
expanding technology. 

Such actions would be In the Interest of all the Anerlcan iBople. And they 
eould bs In tbe Interest cf tbe other free nations of the world. For without a strong 
and proaperoua United States of Aaerlca freedoB and denocracy cannot survive In the world.

CRITICAL RAV MATERIALS AND OUR FOREIGN POLICY 

Baginning in l9l7 wa started joining in the wars of Old Europe. 

In lolU we included Aais. 

Since that .onfliet--Vorld War II«- our foreign policy has apparently 
embraced keeping the peace of the world, with foot soldiers sent wherever 
trouble three tana. 

Reasons for the changing foreign policy are many and varied. General¬ 
ly they include the assumptions that (1) if certain nations are victorious 
we would be next on their list of targets for military conquest, and (2) 
wa must have aceeaa to Asiatic. African and European areas for the critical 
raw vateriala neeeaeary to live in peace or to conduct a war. 

Information on how the people of this nation were sold by the 
Rarry Dexter bhite and Alger Hiss group on the Assumption that we are 
dependent on foreign nations is contained under Print 2 of "Findings” 
on Page 6 of the Report, on Page 29. and under Appendix IV. Page 370 
of the Report. 

Sinee the Constitution plainly says that only the Congress may 
declare war-- a Constitutional provision that beginning in 1917 di¬ 
minished in importance until in the Korean war the Congress was not 
conaultad et all-- it seamed in order that the Congress should take a 
good straight look at the situation. 

Accordin. ly. under Senate Resolution II 4 . 3 * let Session. 83 rd Congress, 
the Minerale. Materials and Fuels Economie Subcommittee has just completed 
an investigation daterming the accasaibility of the critical materials to 
this nation.

Tha oantury-old Colonial alavary ayatama of Asia, Africa and tha 
middla Eaat are aa daad aa Juliua Caaaar, and wi th thia loaa tha strength 
of tha European Empira-mlndad nations muat ba reappraised.

We were the first to break with this Colonial system through the 
War of Revolution In mh; yet we have been drawn Into a defense of that 
aaaa ayateia throughout the world through our misguided loyalty to 
European I'^plre-mindadna tlons. 

Ihe Colonial alavery nations and areas are on the move. Hie radio 
haetened their awakening and the airplane broke the world naval domination 
of the dominant European Emplre-qilndddpower. 

Our present foreign policy would maintain an obsolete world system. 

We have been g^vlnfr these areas the choice of Conmunlam or of continuing 
as Colonial slaves and that they will not accept. 

Ihls situation la Intolerable- let us reappraise It and establish and 
American Policy before It la to late. 

Of the two approaches- political and economlc-to destroy this nation, 
the economic approach la currently the most dantreroua, since the political 
Identified aa Communism, vhloh started In 1933 with the recognition of 
Communist Russia without safeguards whatever, la and has been under rather 
Intensive In-estlgatlon. 

The economic approach to destroy our country started with executive 
control of our markets through the 193U Trade Agreements Act which Trans¬ 
ferred the Constitutional responsibility of regulating foreign trade from 
the Legislative branch to tha Executive branch of the government. 

H.e Recommendations on Page 3 *nd the Findings on Page 5 of the 
Report tell tha results of the Investigation.

T^€ ASSISTAtvTT TO TF€ PRESIDENT 

July 9, 1954 

Dear Lewis; 

The President has carefully read your letter of June thirtieth 
and asked ne to reply on his behalf. 

The President w£\nts you to know that it is the Administration's 
determination to bring the economy through the current tran¬ 
sition from a war-time basis to a more nearly peace-time basis 
with a minimum of hardship to our working people, farmers and 
businessmen, Th»e facts show that the decline which began last 
year has been halted. The downward spiral that some gloomily 
predicted last winter would carry us into another deep de¬ 
pression has not developed. 

The task now, huving stopped the decline, is to move forward 
into a new phase of economic growth. Every effort of the 
Administration, embracing many of the specific areas touched 
on in your letter, is being exerted tovjard this end. The 
President's economic program is now in various stages of 
Congressional consideration and will provide a real stimulus 
to economic activity and jobs. 

The President has instructed me to transmit those suggestions 
in your letter, v.hich are not now represented in his program, 
to the appropriate members of his Cabinet for evaluation. He 
wants you to know that he will continue to welcome suggestions 
for further action to speed the growth of the economy for the 
benefit of all our people, 

I understand that some Cabinet officers have received letters 
identical to the one you sent t he Presidents I believe it i s 
their desire that this response serve for them as well,

However, may I say In general that I have vigoroualy supported 
lagialation to lower personal incooe tajtas through increased 
exemptions. 

Such a proposal was first made by me last January whan I 
urged that (mrsonal exemptions ba raised from |600 to |1,000. 
Later on in aaaociation with Senator George and Senator Kerr, an 
amendment was offered to H. R. 3300 which would increase 
exemptions from $600 to $300 this year and $1,000 thereafter. 

By the time H. R. 3300 reached the Senate floor it appeared 
neceaaary for ua to further modify our proposal and seek a 
$100 increaae in exemptions this year. As you know, of course, 
our amendment failed by the narrowest of margins. 

I am aciquainted with the decline of operations in many of 
our mines, but perhaps, since my state ia not engaged in the 
aining inluati 7 , the acuteneas of this problem haa not been 
emphaaiaed to me aa strongly aa it has been to ay colleagues in 
Pennsylvanie, West Virginia, and other areaa.

T^e shadow of unoMployaient is hanging omirlously today ovor^he whole American ] 

acene—and, equally iiq)ortant, over our foreign policy, too. It is no lon»»er just 
"a problan" among many but one of tine most serious problfsas affectini; the ikiited 
Statea and o'lr position in the free world. 

Today, more than a third of all of the major industrial areas of the country 
—including the Pittaburgh-Oreenab^irg area—are on the list of distressed eom- 
■unitiea with "rery substantiel" unenplo'/ment. Only 16 have what is described as 
a "balanced labor supply" and not a single ore-not even the areas of intense air> 
oraft and atonic energy developnent work—has a labor shortage. 

The worst aspect of this situation is that no responsible economic experts 
foraee any significant upturn in the near future. The Secretary of Commerce, 

Sinclair Weeks, talks confidently of better business and more prosperity sometime, 

"aoon", but a concensus of top economists in the co’xitry sees only a little improve- 
nent aa we continue pratby much along the same levels of today. 

When we compare statistics with previous years, 195U looks in many respects 
like a pretty good ^’nar. But what the comparisons with previous years fail to 
indicate is that our population has been expanding steadily, but jobs, incomes and 
proper!ty are not keeping pace. 

So what we have no\^—despite many optimistic statistics comparing things 
with other years—ia a "less-than-full-enployTnent econorv" rather than the kind 
of full eaiploynent we stated was our national objective when xre passed the Employ- 
laont Act of 19ij6, 

A little iaiprovenent in the current situation is not enough. What we need 
ia a fulloscale attack on recessicn, a real and effective drive against unemploy- 
nent, Uheaiploynent means lowered purchering power, which in turn means lowered 
bualneaa sales, which in tum means even less production, which in turn means even 
more uneag>loynent. It is the source of e vicious economic cycle. 

The recent report on the Oreensburg labor market coincides with the rather 
glocsigr picture everywhere. We see predictions of "stability in employment at the 
current level for the next several months," Stability at the current level means 
no new jobe, while we have, at present, unenployment of over 6 percent with 2^00 
boys and girls graduating from 20 high schools and academies in the Greenaburg- 
Jeannette-Latrobe area. 

Host of our distress in the Westmoreland County area and the surrounding 
portions of the Pittsburgh labor Market Area can be traced to the decline in auto¬ 
mobile production and stael production. And those declines can be traced to 
reduced purchasing power among the people generally', all through the country. 

Taking PenneyIvanie alone, these are the areas of mass unemploymentt Erie, 

New Ceatle, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, Reading, Scranton, \<illiansport, Altoona, 
Clearfield-Dubois, Indiana, Johnstown, Kittanning-Pord City, Pottsville, Sunbury- 
Shaiaokin-Ht, Carmel, Uhiontown-Connellsville, and V.'ilkes Barre-Hazleton, 

The last nine-in that Hating all have unemployTwnt of more than 1? percent. 

Only Allentown-Bethlehem, Harrisburg, Lancaster and Tork among dl the business 
centera of the state are outside the distressed category, end even they have what 
the Labor Department calla "substantiel" unetfiloyment. 

In view of these circumstances, it is no wonder that many of us have been 
pleading with the Eisenhower Administration day-in and day-out to get behind pro¬ 
posals for stiiBulating new purchasing power among the people, such as a great public 
worka program along the lines of bill, higher tax exemptions, better unenployment 
eoRponaetlon benefits, e higher minimum wage end other measures for getting cash 
into the hands of people who aren't buying today heceuse they can't afford to. The 
AiMjiiatratlon ao far haa Indicated it juat can't be bothered.

The Prcaidcnt has carefully road your letter of June thirtieth and asked 
me to reply on his behalf. 

The President wants you to know that it is the Administration-s deter¬ 
mination to bring the economy through the current transition from a 
war-time basis to a more nearly peace-time basis with a minimum of 
hardship to our working people, farmers and businessmen. The facts 
ahow that the decline which began last year has been halted. The down¬ 
ward spiral that some gloomily predicted last winter would carry us 
into another deep depression has not developed. 

The taak now, having stopped thr decline, is to move forward into a 
new phaae of economic growth. Every effort of the Administration, 
smbraring many of thr specific areas touched on in your letter, is being 
saerted toward this end.
